Tho oppoaiiion ovoning organ ia ravint; 
mad. Strtrted ns a "genteal paper in 
whose columns no word would evur appear 
to lahock the aonaibilitiea of tho inoat 
fuatidious," it hfts become the most abu- 
aivu publioatioB on the cuuai. Nuilhur 
aox, ago nor condition ia spared. Tho 
Hillieat claptrap, the atupidoat ynni, the 
tnost haprobublo story ufl'tictiug the re- 
putations of supporters of tho governmojit 
uro immediately pounced upon and typed 
for tho delectation of its few — vtry few 
readers. The dictionary failing to aup 
ply terms of sufficient strength to suit 
tho palaiea of the particular class that 
doliphis to revel in moral dirt, tho 
}iut~;ura are scraped fur slant; invec- 
tives. It ia doubtful if a parallol of the 
Times can be produced ou this couliueut 
for falsehood, scurrility, miUijruity uad iu- 
diacretiou. Its abuse of the membor.s of 
the iate house diahonrtened and diagnsted 
the more retipectable members and iu a 
single seasiou drove three supporters of 
the^ppositioa into the rnnka of the gov- 
ernment. The oo'iirfle now pursued ia hav- 
ing Uko ettbct ou the public miud. Its 
diatribes are alieuating Hcores of former 
oppositionists mui making the woik of tho 
govoruiueut party compavutivoly easy, To 
tiio stu))idity au(i treachery of the Times 
niauagors are to bo attributed tho 
iiomiuatiou of a full oppoaitiou ticket 
and the alienation of tiio wurkinguion'a 
party.

The wealth of argument, tho weight of 
roaaoningi tho depth uf soul coatuiued in 
those expleitivt'ii are to be scon at a glance. 
Wo wiah tlic uppcaiiion joy with their 
crazy orguu vviiich in conducted in a man- 
ner so satisfactory to tho government 
party by "the wise meu from the eas'.." 
It would be useless to wish the opposition 
fluocosa, Under the circumatancea it need 
not be hoped for. Before the Times 
opened its mud batlories there eiiatad a 
chance for tiio return of one oppoaition- 
ist in tho city. Now tUero ia not a ghoat 
of a chance for the return of one any- 
where. Victoria ciiy and district, Esqui- 
malt, Cowiohan, Nanaimo and Comox 
are solid for tho ministry, From tiie 
mainland the news is almost aa good. The 
opposition already know thoir fate. Thjy 
read it in the disjointed, ribald aentoncoa 
of their evening orgt^n, which oould not 
do the government supporters a greater 
servica if it were hired to write as it is 
doing. The handwriting that foretells 
the downfall of the opposition is not on 
the wall; it is written across tho blurred

A RETROORESSIVB STEP. 

The inhabitants of Ladner's Landing 
are greatly disturbed, and with good rea- 
Foa, over the intention of the postal 
authorities to discontinue the present 

rt-egular mail aorvico by stonmer which has 
been maintained to that district for the 
laist twenty- live years. Tho tirat intima- 
tion they received of it was the fact that 
the postofBce department was writing to 
different persons enquiring at what figure 
they would be willing to carry the mail 
from Ladner's to New Westminster, on 
horseback throe times a week, if called 
upon to do bo; and that it had also asked 
for tenders for the delivery of the mail 
from Lulu island to Ladner's Landing. 
The people of the district ai-e greatly in- 
censed over what they consider tho favor- 
itism shown to Vancouver at their oi- 
penso, WhatQvor mail advantages arc 
secured for Vancouver — and it has a right 
to aa olficiont a aorvioe as possible 
— such should not be allowed to 
detract from a not too frequent service to 
other parts; or be the means of cauaing in- 
habitants of other parts of the province |to 
foel that their interestH are, not being neg- 
lected, but actually interfered with. It 
must .strike impartial r eadors that to de- 
crease tho oilicioncy of tho mail service to a 
district comiiosed of settlers who have 
worked the country up to what it ia, is not 
indicative of progress or a judicious ob- 
servance of tho just claims they havo for 
continued consideration. Thu district is 
one of the largest agiionltnral ones iu tho 
province; and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that any alteration of the present service 
W'U bo in the direction of improvement and 
not of retrogression. 

IRRESPONSIBLE AS EVER. 

No hotter illustration oould bo given of 
tho unreUability of tho statements of tho 
opposition organs, than their remarks 
anent tho Lako Hill meeting. Kepresenta- 
tivea of neither pf>,per being present, those 
journals, unabls to speak authoritatively on 
the subject, make hazardous statements 
that bring with them their own confuta- 
tion. For instance, the Times, having 
heard how unmistakable was the victory for 
the govorumeiit, attempts to smooth it over 
by saying that the applause was evenly 
divided. The Standard, which is still in 
circulatiou, admits the audience to have been 
in favor of the government, but says that 
the meeting was "paoked." Truly, "oat of 
their own mouths are they 'Condemned. "

ENGLAND. 

London, June 17.— Lord Hartington 
baa issued a manifesto to the Rnseiidala 
electors. Ha says; 1 ro^^rct thu loss of 
the confidence of a majority of tho 
liberals under circumatancea so grave and 
unprecedented. If it is Mr Gladstone's 
opinion that the Irish difficulty is only 
solvable by a fundamental altunition of 
tho relalinna between tirent liritain and 
Ireland it is to bo regretted that lie has 
nut placed tho cjueation in that light be- 
fore the electors. Tho bill recently re- 
jected by parliament, in my own opinion, 
antisSes none of the conditions. We are 
m t assured th.it it will, or can bo, recon- 
structed in such a manner aa to rcinovo 
tliu objeotlniia uf m.iiiy uf iho.^.j evei, 
who voted for it. 'I'tie iut:asure la i-ec irn- 
mended aa just and an thcj only meaiia for 
the restoration of social order in Ireland 
without a resort tu stringent coorciun. 
My opinion ia that it ia a measure leas 
of juatico or right than of oxpadiency. 
Ii ia not denied that there e.\iats in Ire- 
land a general desire for greater control 
of her own afl'airs. This desire within 
certain limits the liberal party recognizes 
as a reasonable claim. The question ia 
to what extent can it safely be conceded. 
This moasure reserved to the English 
parliament wherein Ireland was not to be 
represented tho control of vital matters 
iu which Iriahmoii are equally interested 
with Englishmen and Scotchmen, such as 
the conduct of colonial and foreign afl'airs. 
regulation of treaties, cuatoma, and ex- 
cise duties, and at "tho same time in- 
trusted to tho Irish legislature practically 
an exclusive control of legislation and 
the adminiatration of laws alfecting the 
relations of property, prevention and 
punishment of crime and civil and re- 
ligiouH rights. Regarding the classes re* 
quiring protection the premier is now 
sibnt. Hoadinitted that Ulster duaorved 
consideration , but proteala frorii I'li.tor 
are neglected. Not a word in LiladaLono'a 
address indicates any eerioua attempts to 
satisfy the oiaiina of tiio protoatant mi- 
nority. Nobody has advocated coercion 
as a policy, but there ia a point where 
any government may be oomppllod to re- 
sort to what may be called coercion. Tho 
government niPaauro i; ?Ji oriiative to 
coercion becaur e it.is certain that without 
coercion the piotestantc of Ulster would 
not submit to the authority which it is 
proposed to i:nnoa» nnnn them. 

Gladstone started >.\ia morning oa his 
Scotch campaign, accoDpauiod by Mrs. 
Gladstone. ThouHands of ije iplo who "-'sro 
congregated at tho railway statinia wolcomui! 
him with oiithiisinstio eheeriug. \Vlieii iha 
crowd saw him thn. .ij.h a v;ii)<L'.v it set up 
another cheer, whi./h xim repf' •. ' suvei al 
timoa. Ho thaukod tho i>ecii)o fo.' tho 
honor of their extraordinary domouutration 
and adjured them to allow nothing to hid* 
from them the bare question of the hour. 
Attempts had been made, tU^ venerable 
orator exclaimed, and will be made to di- 
vert YOtir ftttenlion from the '•cal question 
at issue. ':''.<'■ questionis soleijr whether Ire- 
I-sndahh*! 'rnstod to manage hor own 
affairs. t jO wlio ciony Ireland this right 
admit thiit Canada ami other Uritish col- 
onies enjoy such rights. Are we to trust 
our fellow subjects iu Ireland aud govern 
by lovo, or are we tu adopt a policy of gov- 
ernment by force ? Gladstone thou bade 
his hearers good-bye and tho train moved 
away amid prolonged chouriug. 

At Loiceater, Gladstone aaid; Time ia 
not allowed mo to speak upon the groat 
queation before the country, namely, 
"Will you give Ireland what you give the 
colonies with the greatest advantage — 
power to manage, not impurial but Irish 
affairs. During my fifty-four years of 
public life I never saw the enthusiasm 
ovorywhero equal to that which has been 
shown in this groat cftuae. Eyes are now 
upon US in a degree never equalled be- 
fore. N ot oniy the whole Britiah race 
but the whole of civilized mankind have 
testified the liveliest interest in the -juea- 
tion; and if, as I have every reason t(; be- 
lieve, tho verdict ia favorable to tho peo- 
ple of Ireland, there will be noldiing less 
Ihnna thrill of joy thr. ughout the civil- 
ized world. I place b"iore you this noble 
object of human sympathy, and command 
your deep deliberate consideration; for 
you ne rer had an isauj to determine more 
charged aith good or evil to the future 
advancement ot this groat empire." The 
apooch was received with the wildest on- 
thusiaani. 

The opinions of the people on the Irish 
question are about equally divided. 
Gladstone wilt speak at Glasgow on Tues 
day. The meeting will bo hold in Heng- 
ler's house which will hold 2000. 

GREECE. 
Athen.s, .June 10. — The government 
has cent a note to Turkey complaining of 
the manner in which she has permitted 
the Greek prisonora in hor custody to be 
treated, and reminding Turkey that such 
conduct cannot easily be forgotten.

About half the benches of tho Philhar- 
monic Hall wore tilled last night to hear 
Mr. .Tos. Carey explain his j>olitloal views. 

Mayor Fell, in taJsing the .. ohair_ said he 
did not know what he was there 'for^ ex- 
cept that it was to keep order. 

Mr. Joseph Carey said hia object in com- 
ing before therii waH to "ivttve the heritage 
of the people of tho plrovince. (Slight 
applause. ) Ho brought 'up the Kootenay 
sohome, commencing, '"In 1883 — " aud 
Went through!", long rigmurole supposed to 
bo a relation of tho history of the bill since 
thai date to the present timo. Ho would 
like to hear Mr. Beaven explain his con- 
duct in this matter upon the first oppor- 
tunity. (Hear, hear.) During tho .past 
tern the opposition had been one only in 
name. He claimed that all those who vot- 
ed for the Kootenfty bill>.were . jaorally re-; 
sponsible for Sproule's crime. He alluded' 
to the Clements bill which exempted that 
company from taxation, and failed to im- 
pose a restriction upon Chinese labor. He 
iuvoighud ng.iiust the Settlement bill. Thou 
there was the Coal Harbor plunder. lie 
said ho didn't aoouwo members of tho 
government of boiug interested, but would 
folate tho facts, and if insinuations were 
facts he related them most effeotunlly. Then 
there were minor grants, ho said; and thoso 
had been so numerous that there wa» nut 
an available acre of laud in the pro- 
, vinoe; The governmoiit had the' power to 
lease the whole' of the public lands in one 
lease aud if the uudiouoo doubted it, ho 
would read tho Btatutos. (A voice: No.) 
Well; ho would defer it. (Appliuise.) Tliou 
there was tho Land act passed iu 188.") 
wliioh gave tho govermuont power to hoU 
reservations within municipalites. In iu- 
utancing tho ai)p'.i,cation of Mr. Hualy for a 
timber section, tho speaker said tho griiiit 
was mado to Mr. Jlerrill instead, who paid 
Mr. Hoaly $800 to wnivo any olaim that ho 
might make to it.

■King Luiiwij;'H suicide i>p.s c-n.st a 
deej) gloom over Munich. Now it ia 
seen plainly that the poople wore liuep- 
ly attached^^^o the Kiug,fttid evidences 
are everywhere luanifeab of popular 
sorrow cuuHed by Ina tragic death. 

The police have issued the following 
bulletin: "Tho King quietly subuiitted 
to tho advice of jihe nu-dioal coimnis- 
sion and left for Berg OaBtle. Yestei-- 
day evening rlie King vfsut out for a 
walk in tho park in company with Dr. 
Gudden. Their [jfolonged aliKniicc 
caused anxiety at tlio CHstle. The purk 
and ahorea of tlio lako wore searciied 
and tho bodies of ilie King and l>i\ 
Gudden were found iu the water, j^oth 
showed alight signa of animation. Ef- 
forts to restore life were, however, un- 
availing." 

At 10 o'clock this morning the s^en- 
erals of the I^uvariau army nu>t .ind 
took tho oath of Allegiance to King 
Ludwig's brother, Otln, who ut once 
assumed the title of kinp under tho 
name of Otto I. He is three years 
younger llmii Ludwig, being born oirx 
April tliH -nth, 1848. Otto, however 
will be simply nominHlly kiiic, as ho i.s 
mentally incapable of govtjniiiig, and 
Prince liUithold, his uncle, will ronmin 
regent. Tiio giMiorals of tlio urinv hiivfi 
trtkon the oath of allegiancfc to Prince 
I.uitbold as regent. The Hs.varlan 
troops took an oatli similar to those 
sworn to by the genoriils. 

There are evidences that a violent 
struggle occurr.^d in the lake lietwtou 
the King aud Dr. Gudden in tho en- 
deavor of the latter to rescue hia 
I iitient, snd ma&y iootpriats can- be 
seen in lito soil at the bottom of the 
lake near where the bodies were found, 
and there nre several bruises on Gud- 
den'a face, ^vhich were probably made 
by tho King's fingernails. Tho King, 
before plunging into the lake, divested 
h i in self of llir t wo ooa ta, • w h ich voro 
found on the bank and led to tho dis- 
covery of the bodies. 

xVccortJing to the constitution Prince 
Otto, although derang«l|,becomo8 king. 
Luithold remains regent and will ad- 
minister the affai H of the governiuoiit. 

The church bells have oeen sending 
forth inuiHod per.is throughout the duy, 
and excited and sorrowful crowds of 
]>eopla thronged the streets despite a 
hoftvy rain. The corpses will shortly be 
brought to Munich and laid in state. 

The sworn depo.sition of .lune tiuj 
3th of physicians who examined Lud- 
wig, unanimously declare that Ludwig 
was gravely deranged, - the affection 
taking the form known to lunacy ex- 
perts as parencia, which is incurable. 
Further decay was certain. Tho malady 
absolutely deprived the king of free 
volition, and would prevent hia goveru- 
iug for the remainder of his life. 

The medical commtaaion which ex- 
amined ,tbe late king Ludwig reports 
that he ordered the Ministerial deputa- 
tion headed by Count Hoistein, which 
called upon iiini to procure liis consent 
to tho logoncy, to be llogged until they 
bled and then Co have their eyes ex- 
tracted. 

Before hia death the belief was 
spreading uraoug the couiiuon people of 
Bavaria that the King's deposition was 
illegal. Tho people did not believe that 
bo was insane. Precautions had boon 
taken to prevent tho populace frotu 
rising to restore the Kiug. 

London, June 14. — Qu.en Victoria 
has offered the Couate de Paris, during 
hisexilo frora France under the ex- 
pulsion act, the use of (Jlareniont Cas- 
tle, where Louis Phillinpo found a 
homo and whero he died. The Oounte 
QO Paris declined tho Queen's otl'er on 
the ground that he dues not intend to 
reside in England permanently.
